WASHINGTON - The Supreme C ourt’s _ 

past two decades became a quick-paced 
march in its 1988-69 term . with Chief Justice 
William H. Rchnquist leading and Ronald ' 
Reagan’s three appointees right with him. 

The Rchnquist court came of age as it cut 
back abortion rights, .curtailed aflirmotive 
action for women and minorities, limited

mandatory drug testing andyermltled 
capital punishment for juvenile and retarded 


balance of power. In his first full term, he 
solidified a comparatively youthful 
co nserva tive majority that pr evailed in e
